Testing Compressed Mr Apparatus at
Shenandoah Clly Colliery.

MULES WILL SOON BE OUSTED

Arrangements Made For a Final Test In the
Presence of Officials

Work on the Artificial ice Plant
la Being Pushed Rapidly.

Two important local Industrial changes are

about to bo Instituted, one relating' to mining
Partitions anil the other to tho lootl ice pro

duction.
The first bears with Impoitance upon tho

system of haulage in llio Shenandoah City
colliery. Within n shurt time much of tho
mulo haulago at that colliery 111 bo ilouo
nay wim ami coniprcssca air locomotives

will he used to haul cars to and from the
bottom of the shaft.

The project has been under way for several
months and has now nlKinst reached the
stage of completion. It hits involved groat
expense and labor, hut th'&potnpaiiy looks to
biz profit by a saving of future expenses aud
more rapid and reliable haulage.

Tho locomotives to bo used are frorr the
Baldwin Wurks. Philadelphia
One is complete and was given a test under
low prrssure this afternoon. Tho other en
gine has not been fully put togethci, hut will
bo in a few days. The pipe lino leading
from the compressors, which aro
to supply tho air for the locomotives, to tho
stations where tho latter aro to rcccivo tbo
charges, aro not yet complete, but will be
ready for an olliclal test which is to be made
at the colliery when oillcials of
tho P. A R. C. & I. Co. and tho Kildwin Loco-motiv- o

Works will bo present. Tho result of
this test will determine, to a largo extent,
tho timo when tho males will bo set aside to
make room for the instruments of haulago
that consume air instead of hay and oats.

Tho two new compressors at tbo Kohinoor
colliery aro in operation. Tho supplanted
compressors are of smaller size and givo
much better satisfaction. There are now
four large compressors in operation at this
lolliery and all demands are fully met.

THE ICE PLANT,
The Ice industry referred to is tho artificial

ico plant now being constructed near tho red
bridge. M, M. Burke, Esq., y received
tbo charter for the company, which is to be
known as "The Fcoplo's Artificial Ico Com-
pany of Shenandoah."

Tbo company has a capital of $30,000,
there being 400 shares at foO each. Tho
stockholders and officers of the company are
Christ. Schmidt, president: Samuel G.
Roberts, vice president and manager; Ed-

ward B. Foley, secretary; Frederick Keithan,
treasurer ; M. M. Burko, Esq., solicitor:
William D. Chlmelowskl, John V. Weeks
and William Snyder.

The company has erected a brick building
and frame stable On its property near the red
bridge and machinery of tue.-ium- t modern
kind for tho manufacture of artificial ico is
being placed in position under tho supervis
ion of Mr. lioberts, the manager. Tho com
pany expects to have tho plant in operation
by Juno 1st. It is proposed to manufacture
ice for the local trade and shipments. The
plant will bo kept in operation iff all seasons
and during tho summer from IS to SO men
will be employed. Should the trade warrant,
the plant and working force will bo in
creased.

Concessions lo the Scoopers.

THE STRIKERS REFUSE TERMS

They Will nave Nothing to do With the
Work Unless Mr. Conner It Re-

lieved of tho contract
Altogether.

Buffalo, 'May 10. vfhllo tho' strike
situation remains' unchanRcd, after a
day of great quietness, there Is still
hopo for a speedy settlement of the
trouble. Tho grain shovolors still per-
sist that nothing; will satisfy them ex-
cept abolition of contractors and mid-
dlemen. Thoy assert that they 'can
furnish sufficient bonds to guarantee?
that thoy themselves can handlo all
of tho grain which la transported by
tho Lako Carriers' association.

Today It was learned that tho Lako
Carriers' association nnd Contractor
Conners are willing to mako conces-
sions of a radical kind to tho scoopers.
.even moro liberal than any yet an-
nounced.

At a big meeting of the grain shovol-
ors last night President McMahon
mado a report of tho doings of the con-
ference commlttocs. He stated that the
Lake Carriers' association had agreed
to accept all ot tho terms contained
In tho proposition of tho grain shovel
ers, with tho exception of tho abro-
gation of tho contract which Mr. Con-
ners held. They had agreed to tako
the entire supervision of the work out
of Mr. Conners' hands, to let Bishop
Qulgley appoint ar superintendent, to
givo the power to tho grain shovolors
of appointing their own boss scoopers,
and they agreed to the appointment of
a local board of arbitration. Mr. Con-
nors would bo contractor In name only,
and would havo nothing to do with
the men or the work, with the excep-
tion of drawing his five cents per 1,000
bushels.

President McMahon announcod that
tho committee of tho strikers had re-
fused to accept these terms, and had
declared that they would havo noth-
ing to do with tho work unless Mr
Conners was reliovcd of tho contract
altogether.
